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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to tine following communication: Appeal Brief Filed 
03/15/2011. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 3-14 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1 , 10-14, when considered as a whole, are allowable over the prior art of record. 
Specifically, the prior art of lida teaches the limitation: "sending text data of an e-mail 
entered by the user to gateway server, after the user finishes entering a plurality of text 
into input boxes, the input boxes will become empty, the gateway server arranges the 
text data that has been sequentially read out from the text input boxes in order of time of 
input, and outputs a series of all arranged text data of the corresponding e-mail to a 
POP server ". But the claims recite a different combination of limitation: "a page display 
section for displaying a plurality of input pages using a browser executed by the 
information terminal; an input information storage section for storing a plurality of input 
parameters entered by a user into more than one of the input pages; an input 
information transmission section for transmitting the plurality of input parameters in 
response to an instruction; and a page reception section for receiving the input pages 
and for associating the input pages with package identification information, wherein the 
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input pages enable a user to enter tine plurality of input parameters, and further wherein 
the input information transmission section combines the input parameters entered into 
the input pages of a package and transmits the combined input parameters to the 
server", that is not suggested or shown by I Ida. 

The prior art of Hopson teaches another combination, "an online shopping 
system that includes a central server that contains the various databases fundamental 
to the operation of the ordering system, such databases include an order database, a 
registration database, a map database and an employee database; the order database 
contains various tables that are utilized to tore data relating to items available for sale, 
customers, customer orders, delivery addresses; the user of the system is also 
presented with options for selecting service type and order type on separate screens; 
the user can use the system to place an order, after the user has selected an order, the 
order is stored in the order database of the server" . But the claims recite a different 
combination of limitation: "a page display section for displaying a plurality of input pages 
using a browser executed by the information terminal; an input information storage 
section for storing a plurality of input parameters entered by a user into more than one 
of the input pages; an input information transmission section for transmitting the plurality 
of input parameters in response to an instruction; and a page reception section for 
receiving the input pages and for associating the input pages with package identification 
information, wherein the input pages enable a user to enter the plurality of input 
parameters, and further wherein the input information transmission section combines

the input parameters entered into the input pages of a package and transmits the 
combined input parameters to the server", that is not suggested or shown by Hopson 
alone or in combination with lida.
